CHANGE IN GAME LAWS 


Trappers Should 
Take 
Notioe Re­ 
garding the Catching of Mink, 
Muskrat and Beaver

At the request of Fred' Weis, of 
H ubert, the Dispatch

change in the game laws as affecting 
hunters of mink, m uskrat and beaver. 
Section 38 of the game laws has this 
amended provision, as amended in 
1913: 
. No person shall talkie, catch or kill 
any beaver at any time, or any m ink 
or m uskrat between the fifteenth day 
of April, and the first day of Decem­ 
ber following, and no person shall 
molest, injure or destroy any musk­ 
rat, m ink or beaver house, den or 
dam a t any time, or hunt o r pursue 
such anim als w ith dog or dogs, ex­ 
cept th a t in the open season herein 
provided for the taking, catching or 
killing of mudYrats, mu after at houses 
may, for the purpose of placing traps 
therein, be opened in such m anner 
only as will not destroy, dam age or 
injure the same, as a place of habi­ 
tation for m uskrats. 
Provided, th a t 
when any of the anim als mentioned 
in this section are doing dam age to or 
destroying any property, or are like­ 
ly to damage or destroy property, th e 
person whose property is being, or Is 
likely to be, damaged* or destroyed, 
may m ake com plaint and report the 
facts to the executive agent of the 
Game and Fish commission, who shall 
either in person or by a deputy game 
warden, investigate 
the 
conditions 
complained of, and if it appears that 
the complaint is well founded, and 
the property of such com plainant is 
being, or is likely to be, damaged by 
any such animals, the executive agent 
of the Game and Fish commission 
may g ran t permission, properly safe­ 
guarded , to the com plainant, to hill 
such animals, or destroy th e houses, 
dams or other structures erected by 
them.

CHANGE IN GAME LAWS 


Trappers Should 
Take 
Notice Re­ 
garding the Catching of Mink, 
Muskrat and Beaver 
___ 
At the request of Fred1 Weis, of 
Hubert, the Dispatch 
prints 
this 
change in the game laws as affecting 
hunters of mink, muskrat and beaver. 
Section 38 of the game laws has this 
amended provision, as amended in 
1913: 
. No person shall talkie, catch or kill 
any beaver at any time, or any mink 
or muskrat between the fifteenth day 
of April, and the first day of Decem­ 
ber following, and no person shall 
molest, injure or destroy any musk­ 
rat, mink or beaver house, den or 
dam at any time, or hunt or pursue 
such animals with dog or dogs, ex­ 
cept that in the open season herein 
provided for the taking, catching or 
killing of muskrats, musfcrat houses 
may, for the purpose of placing traps 
therein, he opened in such manner 
only as will not destroy, damage or 
injure the same, as a place of habi­ 
tation for muskrats. 
Provided, th a t 
when any of the animals mentioned 
In this section are doing damage to or 
destroying any property, or are like­ 
ly to damage or destroy property, the 
person whose property is being, or is 
likely to be, damaged- or destroyed, 
may make complaint and report the 
facts to the executive agent of the 
Game and Fish commission, who shall 
either in person or by a deputy game 
warden, investigate 
the 
conditions 
complained of, and if it appears that 
the complaint is well founded, and 
the property of such complainant is 
being, or is likely to be, damaged by 
any such animals, the executive agent 
of the Game and Fish commission 
may grant permission, properly safe­ 
guarded, to the complainant, to kiill 
such animals, or destroy the houses, 
dams or other structures erected by 
them. 
Approved April 28, 1913.
